“T carry insurance to protect my property and my health. 
My advertising is my business insurance, which, in compari- 
son, carries a mighty small premium.” The man who said 
that was George Folds of Sioux Falls, S. D., in the current 
issue of Goodyear News. 

Whether he knew it or not, Mr. Folds has epitomized the 
basic principal of modern business. Advertising is the insur- 
ance that protects modern business from dry rot, from lan- 
guishing unnoticed and unknown while competitors attract | 
the attention of the customers. It is the connecting link 
between products and purchasers. 

Time was when advertising was not necessary. 
was because business was all local. 
neighbors. The peddler carried his wares to individual 
groups. Manufacturing as well as selling was done at retail. 
The New England clockmaker built a dozen clocks and took 
them out personally and peddled them. All the necessities of 
a crude pioneer life were fabricated and distributed in the 
same personal way. 

From his construction and sale of a dozen or two clocks 
in a year the canny New Englander must make enough 
money to carry himself and his family over the twelve-month 
period. The shopkeeper must derive his whole living from | 
purchases made by a few neighbors. The result of all this | 
was a scale of prices far higher than we know, though the: 
pioneer age had no such per capita wealth as has our own. 

With the passing of the years came quantity production. 
The New England clockmaker, whom we have used as our 
example, established factories to produce his mechanism in 
quanity. No longer could he take to the road to sell his own 
wares. He hired salesmen to sell, as he hired mechanics to 
carry out his designs in his factory. 

And with this broadening of production came the need 
for increasing the market for his products, and finally came 
the birth of advertising, of telling the world about his prod- 
ucts and their advantages, so that a percentage of those who 
read might be induced to desire and to buy. From a neigh- 
borhood proposition of barter and sale, manufacturing 
reached out to serve the world. By advertising it could 
arouse the interest of people in all parts of the country, of 
the world. By sending broadcast the message of what it had 
to offer, manufacturing was able to multiply by thousands 
purchasers of its products. It was able to increase its pro- 
duction, to speed up its operations, to lessen the cost of pro- 
ducing the individual units and so to cut the prices at which 
these products could be placed in the hands of the consumer. 

Without advertising, this whole development of produc- 
tion from a retail, personal activity to a wholesale, country- 
wide movement would have been impossible. Analyzed, we 
find that most of the necessities, the conveniences, the lux- 
uries of modern life are due to decreased prices, induced by 
increased production, which has been made possible by 
ADVERTISING. 

When Mr. Folds says that ‘advertising is business insur- 
ance,” he is stating a modest truth. Advertising is even 
more, it is insurance that life as we know it may continue 
as it is.

Then he point- 
ed out the essential components of | 
modern automotive .lacquer. 


Nitro-Cellulose Lacquers 


Nitro-cellulose lacquers, Mr. Pul- 
sifer explained, are composed of 
(1) soluble nitrated cotton, fre- 
quently several types in the same 
lacquer; (2) solvents, (3) non-sol-

197,998, valued at $1,867,152, ex- 
ceeding February by 22,296 cas- 
ings according to the report of 
the Departmen: Commerce 
rubber division. 

The increase in tota! value. how- 
ever, was not at the same rate, the 
unit value declining from $10.17 in 
February to $9.43 in March. 

The volume increased over March, 
by 52,298 casings, ar a third, 
but the dollar return was $131,391 
less. The decline of average unit 
values, $13.72 im March last year 
and $9.43 this past March, expresses 
this decline in dollars more directly. 
it was pointed out. 

The United Kingdom took al- 
most a third of the March ship- 
ments, 63,163 casings valued at 
$579,666. Almost two-thirds of the 
March exports were sent to six 
countries. A report from Brazil 
states that on April 23 all prices 
on casings and tubes up to six- 
inch sizes were imcreased 10 per 
cent. 

Two American makes, Dunlop 
and Pirelli, are dividing a fourth of 
the total tire business in Brussels, 
Belgium, with Michelin getting 
about 50 per cent. and Englebert 25 
per cent of the trade. 

The local representative of an 
American tire manufacturer in 
The Hague, Netherlands, initiated 
a price cut during March and was 
followed by ether American com- 
panies and Dunlop. Net prices to 
wholesalers were cut about 10 per 
eent. Michelin also made a cut, 
but the prices remained from 4 
to 7 per cent. higher than Ameri- 
ean makes. 

El Popo, Mexican tire 
turer, is turning out about 100 
casings, and between 200 and 300 
tubes daily on an eight-hour shift.
